Sir: 

In further response to the Office Action mailed 1 1 April 2001, please amend the above 
patent application as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS 
Amend Claims 1, 56, 57, and 127 to read as follows: 

-1. (Thrice amended) A display comprising: 

an image-producing flat-panel component having a multiplicity of imaging lines for 
producing an image, each imaging line being regularly updated to provide light that produces 
part of the image; and 

a set of shutter strips, each (a) associated with at least one of the imaging lines, (b) 
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
